capital. This may have arisen from 
inadequate financing, poor manage- 
ment, impairment of resources, or | 
other causes, some of them entirely 
beyond the dealer’s control. Not- 
withstanding all the difficulties 
surrounding retail operation, how- 
ever, it was observed that some 
dealers not only survived but con- 
trived to make money while run- 
ning their business in a manner 
highly satisfactory to the manufac- 
turer whom they _ represented. 
Therefore particular attention was 
directed to the capitalization of 
dealerships, because sufficient capi- 
tal appeared to be a prime requisite.

TIME PAYMENT 
PLAN IS GAINING 


J OBBERS who, a few years ago 
were slow to get into what they 
termed a “new fad,” are today 
among the foremost in the move- 
ment to sell maintenance work on 

a time payment basis. 

Reports from various sections of 
the country: show that the idea is 
gaining favor rapidly. The idea, 
first applied in scattered instances 
by a few dealers and independent 
service stations, is now being ac- 
tively promoted by parts whale- 
salers in a number of cities. 

Harry Israel of the Dayton Auto 
Parts Company, Dayton, recently 
created the Garage Owners’ Finance 
Company in connection with his 
business. This company provides 
the funds for extending the time- 
payment privilege to the customers 
of the service stations which use 
the plan. 

While the privilege is extended to 
all service stations whether custo- 
mers of the Dayton Auto Parts Com- 
pany or not, the assumption, of 
course, is that service stations, pat- 
ronizing the finance company, 
whose office is located in the head- 
quarters of the Dayton Auto Parts 
Company will largely purchase the 

arts they require on the financed 
obs from that company. 

The financing plan contemplated 
by wholesalers jn several other 
cities closely follows the details of 
the Dayton Auto Parts Company 
plan. 

The nationalization of the plan 
introduced by Mr. Israel anticipates,

Reprisals 


HILE the Hawley-Smoot tariff has only been an 

accomplished fact for a few days, already ominous | 
clouds are beginning to gather. France, Canada and Aus- | 
tralia have taken time by the forelock and have met our | 
exclusion by a similar wall of their own. Reports from other | 
countries indicate that many of them will resort to reprisals 
to convince us that more than one can play the excluding 
game. 

Spain is reported to be enraged at the clause of the 
tariff that will hit its cork industry, which must have grown 
to considerable proportions during our prohibition regime. 
Argentina, one of our most promising markets, is talking 
loudly of excluding our products. In Europe there is re- 
newed talk of a general boycott against American products. | 

There was probably a time when we could have ignored | 
all these threats of closing foreign markets against us. Be- 
fore the late war our export trade, while it was flourish- 
ing, had not reached any such proportion of our total com- 
merce as it has today. With the coming of the war, Eng- 
land, France and Germany, the leaders in the export field, | 
were compelled to relinquish this profitable trade and it | 
fell very largely into our fortunate hands. Where we had | 
ranked third or fourth in volume of imports into the 
countries of the world, we sprang almost over night into 
first place. It would have taken us a century of studious 
penetration into most of these countries to accomplish what 
the World War did for us without any particular effort on 
our part. 

No other industry registered such remarkable gains in 
the export field as did our automotive business. Our own 
industry developed “mass production” to a degree of per- 
fection that other lines of manufacture have not reached 
even now. This gave us a very long advantage over foreign 
industries in the matter of price. England might be able 
to meet or lower our prices in the export field for cotton, 
Germany could do so for dye stuffs, France for various 
necessary products, but none of these nations could approach 
our prices for automotive products. The export trade in 
motor vehicles, parts and accessories came to us because 
we were able to underbid the automotive industries of other 
countries in the foreign field. 

Naturally when we erect barriers to the trade in the 
United States of foreign countries, their first thought is to 
strike back at us through our most conspicuously successful 
export development—automotive products. 

Alvan Macaulay, president of Packard and of the 
National Automobile Chamber of Commerce, brought the 
importance of our automotive export business graphically 
to our minds when he said that in 1929 every man engaged 
_in the industry drew two months’ wages from the proceeds 
of our export activity. In other words, one-sixth of the 
profits derived from its operations by the automotive indus- 
try in 1929 came from purchases made from us by foreign 
countries. 

Already France, Canada and Australia have taken steps 
to see that our sales of automotive products in their markets 
are reduced or wiped out completely. If other nations follow 
suit, we may see wiped out the magnificent business which 
the World War handed to us almost without effort on our

Apparently we 
are to have many more cars with 
eight, twelve or sixteen cylinders. 
Even though engineers are not all 
agreed upon the wisdom of this 
change, it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to sell sixes in any but the 
lower priced groups. It is neces- 
sary, of course, to build cars that 
can be sold. 

Many engineers think that the 
Diesel engine is to see extensive use 
in trucks and buses, as well as in 
air and water craft. Some even an- 
ticipate its use in passenger cars, 
but’ the chances in this direction 
are less promising at present. It 
is not impossible, however, that 
other unconventional engines, per- 
haps some of the two-stroke va- 
riety, may yet displace the present 
four-stroke type for some automo- 
tive uses. 


While more front wheel drive cars 


are likely to be marketed, I look 
for another arrangement of engine 
and drive, namely one in which the 
power plant will be placed at the 
rear of the chassis as a means of 
reducing the noise, odors and heat 
which often are unpleasant with 
the engine in front. If this comes 
about, the body need not be much 
altered in appearance at first, but
